I muſs deſire thee aiſo, 
that haſt ſcene the former Edution, to account it 
no violence offered to the Bogke , tlowgb mary 
things are beere inſerted no. the Meditations 
themſelues,and Notes in the margin put wnto 
tem, All that hath been done, was to helpe thee 
in thy prayers and deuotion. Fare thou well,

Hey which compare Divini- 
die and Phy ſicke together, 
are many, and they ſeeme 
to vnfold the matter very 
well. For, as the end of Phyſicke is two- 
fold, to maintaine health in matis body, 
and to recouer the ſame-when it is loſt : 
ſo Diuinitie, in teſpect of the diſeaſes of 
the ſoule, after the ſame manner _ ac- 
knowledge a double end: for it ſhewes 
nct onely how wee may be freed from 
finnes, but alſo how wee may be preſer- 
ued in grace. Both Phvſikes, as well that 
of che body, as that of the foule are of 
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God, as ſaid Gregory, therefore allo they 
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agree inthe Author, Phyſike hath her 
certain principles: that is to ſay, Reaſon, 
and experience, which for that are called 
certain legs thereof, with which ſhe ac- 
cepteth that which is agreeable, & reſu- 
ſerh that which is diſagreeing: ſo Diui- 
nitie hath her ſure and vnmoued princi- 
ple, the Word of God, comprehended in 
the Propheticall and Apoſtolicall Wri- 
tings, with which that which agrees, ſhe 


| doth accept of, that which diſagrees, ſhe 
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| doth refuſe. Others goe further, & ſhew, 


that all true Phyſike is of regeneration, 
ſeeing that nothing can regenerate 


vhich 14 nat it ſelfe regenerated, there- 
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fore to the cleanſing of the vitall ſpirits 


from the impure tinctures of diſeaſes, 


* hich is as it were a certain regencrati- 
on, there are required regenerated bo 

dies, th it is, {prrits which are bodies ſpi- 
rituall for penetration & tincture: and 
neuertheleſſe they are all ſpirits corpo- 
reall: ſo alſo the true end of Divinity is, 
that ſpiritual regenc ration of the in ward 
man, uhich the Truth doth teſtiſie to be 
made of Water andthe Spirit. They adde 
alſo the compariſon of the Thiloſophers 
ſtone, with the blefled ſtone in the 
Church: bur becauſe this is neirher 
knowne of all, nor granted of all, 1 will 
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not dwell on theſe things, it is ſufficient 
for my purpoſe,that out of the copariſon 
of Diuinity with Phyſike, can gather by 
very good teaſon, that Diuinity is a prac. 
tike doctrine: and therefore that they do 
not iudge aright, which contend that it is 
onely ſpeculatiue, in which number are 
ſome of theſe Schoole · men: for although 
not onely choſe things that are to bee 
done, but alſo which are to bee beleeued 
and hoped for, are propoſed vnto vs in 
this heauenly Philoſophy, yet that doth 
not hinder, but it may as yet bee called 
practike, for Phy ſikè alſo is occupied in 
the Theory of certaine things, neither 
yet is them fore a ſpeculatiue diſcipline, 
becauſe it followes this ſame Theory by 
reaſon of practice, and in order to prac- 
tice: ſo is it in Diuinitie; yea, I may adde, 
that in thoſe very things that are to bee 


there is required not bare knowledge 
onely, but alſo conſent, which that it is 
an action of the part of the will, they doe 
confirme by fit arguments to whom this 
care doth appertaine, 

Now, if Diuinitie bee a practike doc- 
trine, then the end thereof ſhall not be 
bare knowledge and ſubtile Theory, but 
rather practice. If ye know theſe things, 
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bleſſed are ye, if ye do them, faith our Sa- 
uiour to his Diſciples.The matters of our 
Religion doe not conſiſt in words, but in 
deeds, ſaith Iuſtin. Not to talbe onely, but | 
alſo to be, makes Chriſtians, ſaith Ignatius. 
The ſumme of Chriſtian Religion is to 
imitate him whom thou worſhippeſt, 
faith Auguſtine. What is Chriſtianity? The 
like neſſe of God according to that which 
befals the nature of man, laith Baſil, Now 
if che end and perfection of Chriſtian re- 
ligion bee not a bare knowledge, but a 
practiſe, how few true Chriſtians ſhalr 
chou finde at this day ? there is cuery 
| where much ſcience, little conſcience. It 
lis very well done that the Orthodoxe 
doctrine is defended by Bookes, Diſputa- 
tions, Sermons, & all manner of meancs, 
but we muſt allo doe our endeuour, that 
our life may anſwer to the Chriſtian pro- 
feſſion. If L haue the knowledge of all mi- 
ſteries, and haue not loue, lam nothing, 
ſaith the Apoſtle, What then ſhall they 
anſwere hereafter , which haue not the 
knowledge of all, but of fes? not a per- 
fect, but a very ſlender knowledge of my- 
ſteries, and yet they are proud of itʒthey 
contemne others, they enuy others, 
ſcarcely making any account of Chriſtian 
| Charice, will kither aſcride a place out 
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of a certaine netable Booke. He that will 

fully and ſauourly vnderſtand the words | 
of Chriſt, it behooues him that hee ſtudy 
to conforme his whole lite vnrs Chriſt, 
What doth it profit thee to diſpute on 


vanities, and all is vanity, beſides the loue 


high of the Trinity, if thou want humili- 
ie, from whence thou maiſt diſpleaſe the 
Trinity ? If thou kneweſt the whole Bi- 
ble, and che ſayings of all the Philoſo- 
phers, what would al this profit theewith- 
out the loue of God, and grace? Vanity of 


of God and his ſeruice only. Knowledge 
without the feare of God, what doth it 
import ? If Lknew all things which are in 
the world, and were not in charitie, what 


much the more & better thy knowledge 
is „ by fo much the more grieuous and 
heauy from thence ſhall bee thy iudge- 
ment, vnlefle thou liue the more holly, 
Be not therefore lifted vp for any Art or 
Science, but rather feare for the know- 
ledge that is giuen yato thee. Hither alſo 
pertainetha place of Eraſmus. Whereto 
pertaines it to diſpute how many wayes 
ſinne may be taken, whether it be on)y a 
priuation, or elſe a blemiſh inherent in 
che ſoule: let the Diuine rather labour 


would it heipe me before God ? By how |- 


chis, that al men may abhor and hate fin. 
| Wee 
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Wee contend without end, what diſtin- 
guiſheth the Father from the Sonne, and 
both of them from the holy Ghoſt, _ 
relatio, and how it can be'that they ſhould 
bee called three, of whom there can be 
none which is other, ſeeing they are one 
eſſence;how much doth it more pertaine 
to the purpoſe, to labour this by all 
meanes, that we worſhip and adore god- 
lily and holily that Trinity, whoſe Ma- 
ie ſtie it is not lawfull to ſearch into, and 
that wee expreſſe the ynſpeakeable con- 
cord thereof by our concord, as farre as 
we may, ſo that hereafter it may come to 
paſſe, that wee may be taken into the fel- 
lowſhip thereof ? We diſpute, how it can 
be, that the fire with which the ſoules o 
the wicked ſhall be tormented, ſeeing ir 
is materiall,can worke vpon an incorpo- 
reall thing: how much more did it con 
cerne to labour with all our ſtrength to 
this end, leaſt that fire finde any ching in 
vs, which it may burne, &c? 

But I ſay, againe, that the thing it ſelfe 
is not taxed, but the abuſe ofthe thing: 
it is wel done, that our endeuour and ſtu- 
dy is ſpent on the accurate knowledge of 
the Articles of the Faith: it is well done, 
that the Orthodoxe doctrine is defended 
againſt Hereſies, if ſo be that the ſumme 
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and perfection of Chriſtian Religion be 
not thought to conkiſt therein, if ſo bee 
alſo there bee a reſpect had of Chriftian 
life and charity, There is an ill life where 
there is not a good beliefe in God: and 
again, it is an vnprofitable beliefe, where 
thete is not a good life: there is no true 
faith within, where workes doe not ap- 
peare without: they that walke not in 
the light, are not the ſonnes of light: they 
are not Chriſtians which doe not lead a 
life worthy of a Chriſtian. 

That therefore in this moſt cold old 
age of the world, I might put to ſome 
heate to Piety, that is almoſt extind, 
that I might put to a goad or ſome hat 
that would pricke forward, to thoſe that 
are ſlow in the way of the Lord, and that 
might admoniſh my ſelfe and others of 
our duty, J haue written this little Booke

words of the Fathers, or in mine, fo that 
that which is ſpoken be diligently atten- 
ded vnto. If it pleaſe any one to attribute. 
all things that are ſpoken fitly and con- 
ueniently in this little Booke to the holy 
Fathers, and to aſſigne thoſe things vnto 
me which are vttered nothing ſo fitly, I 
doe not ſtand againſt it; that onely 1 
ſeeke, that ſome fruit may redound from 
thence to the ſonnes of the Church: and 
truely 1 ſhall chinke I haue my wiſh , if 
out of the reading of this Booke , ſome 
one godly & holy cogitation do ariſe bur 
in one ſoule, at one moment. It any man 
meet with words that are not ſo pure, ſo 
fitly vſed, I ſay moreouer with words that 
are not ſo fitly agreeing with the A- 
nalogy of Faith( which yet l hope he ſhal 
not) let him not ſtraightway caſt away 
the whole Booke, nor ſtraightway marke 
me for an Hereticke, but let him weigh 
the kinde of writing, 1 handle holy 
things, which doe not much deſire Rhe-. 
toricall ornaments:l write Homilies, not 
exad diſputations; I would haue a grea- 
ter care of things, then of words. Thou 
ſhalt not finde here thorny and knotty 
queſtions , but earneſt mbenatons to 
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holy life: thou ſhalt not finde here ſcur- 
rilous conceits, but the ſpirituall richesf 
of the inward man: thou ſhalt not finde 
here, that which may exerciſe thee in the 
ſubtilty of diſputing, but that which may 
inſtru thee in the way of humility. I doe 
ſemetimes follow Allegories , not that 1
